In the course of experiments with this 


explosive a number of rounds were 
fired from the four-inch rapid-fire gun 
•with the service velocity of upwards 
3,000 feet per second. Other experi- 
ments have shown that a common 
shell of the tubular malre filled with 
this explosive can be fired through six 
one-inch plates and burst detonatively 
at will beyond. As a bursting- charge 
from the same shell, the production of 
fragments was entirely satisfactory as 
regards the number.

Lnts Eroats Oauae a Shortage Amount- 


ing- to a Rasl Calamity. 


NEW ORLEANS, Nov 
3!i.—B M. Neil, 


the well-known cotton statistician, in 
his civcular says: "In our circular of 
the 2d instant we made productions 
per acre outside of Texan 10 per cent, 
less than last year 
\Ve also esti- 


mated Texas at 
3,000,000, and thus 


reached an estimate of tlie year's total 
growth of 7,400,000 bales. 
At 
the 


same time we i emarked that should 
Texas 
make 
less 
than 
2,000,000 


or should the recent frost have done as 
much damage ns currently reported the 
crop might easily fall below 7,000,000. 
Since that date we have had through- 
out the cotton states, on the night of 
November 10, a genuine killing frost 
U\Q average minimum temperature of 
tlie fifteen stations of the weather 
bureau having been SOjJf- 


The crop in many districts being a 


late one, had a good deal to hope for 
from the maturing of unripe bolls in 
regions untouched bv the frost of Oc- 
tober 20. These are now absolutely 
killed. The result "is that we feel 
obliged to revise our estimate. Outside 
of Texas it would now be a full esti- 
mate of the" present product per acre at 
0 per cent, of last year, equal to 217 
pounds per acre, which would give 
4,400,000 bales. 


Reports from Texas satisfy us that 


the last freeze has done great injury, 
and we cannot give an estimate of 
more than 1,900,000 for that state. 
This gives a total of 0,500,000 for this 
year's growth—equal to 171 pounds per 
ticre for the whole country, against 189 
pounds in 1889-90; 172 pounds in 1388-89, 
173 pounds in 1887-88 and 182 pounds in 
the great crop of 1879-80. 


During the last two weeks we have 


received reports from almost the en- 
tire cotton area and the unanimous 
opinion is that the shortage is so much 
as to amount to a real calamity.

So great was the difference of opinion 


as to what the actual reduction should 
be and as to whether the business 
should be handled on one-way tickets 
or round-trip tickets, that it became ap- 
parent that no two sections of the 
country nor all the lines in any one sec- 
tion with the possible exception of the 
trunk lines will agree on rates. On all 
sides of the trunk line territory 
roads h ave rates as low as one 
and one-third fares and in some cases 
one fare for the round trip. With these 
conditions trunk line roads will be un- 
able to maintain a high basis of rates. 


When the discussion was over, those 


inclined to prophesy thought that tho 
rules most likely to prevail would be a 
fare and one-third for the limited trainr 
and one fare for the round-trip of all 
others.
